EVEN SIMPLEST GEOGRAPHY 


River Rhine Placed in Asia and 
Memphis, Mobile and Venice 
ae Are Strange. 


MADISON, Wis., Nov. %..-Many 
freshmen when they enter the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, dan not locate 
important ofities, rivers or mountain 
ranges, in their own or foreign coun- 
tries, according to recent tests made 
by the department of geology in. the 
classes in physical geography. The 
results of the examinations this year 
corroborate those of previous years. 

Surprising ignorance .of ‘the loca- 
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tion of prominent cities in the United! 
States was discovered. Many could 
not tell in what State such well- 
known eities as Richmond,. Mobile, 
Memphis, Butte, Syracuse, Nashville, 
Spokane, Atlanta and Scranton were. 

Some of the. students could locate 
only four of the following ten cities 
by telling what country each was in: 
Vienna, Venice, Lisbon, Bombay, Bue- 
nos Aires, Hongkohg, Athens, Mos- 
cow, Shanghai and Melbourne. 

Fully one-third showed remarkable 
ignorance in regard to even the ap- 
proximate location of the Rivers 
Rhine, Volga, Ganges, Oringco and 
Fuphrates. Some placed the Rhine 
in Asia and others in South America. 


In trying to locate the Pyrenees, 
Caucasus, Himalaya and Sierra Ne- 
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vada Mountains and Mt McKinley 
nearly half of the freshmen missed 
two or three out of these five. 

Of the 103 freshmen coming from 
w one-half made @ poor 
showing, one-third did fairly well 
and only one-sixth made what might 
be called a satisfactory showing,

World.

JEFFERSON CITY. Nov. 1.—Live- 


stock valued at $136,250,868 was placed 
on the market in 1910 by Missouri's 114 
counties, as compared with §118,525,494 
in 1900, a gain of $23,735,864, according 
to Labor Commissioner J. C, A. Hiller 
in the 1910 Red Book of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, a publication which 
will be distributed Deo. 1. A paragraph 
explains why the large gain was possible, 


and establishes beyond a doubt that 
Missouri is a’ livestock State, and 
that Missour! mules are in demand the 
world over. The figures and facts are 
based on returns to Supervising Statis- 
ticlan Edmonston by the railroads and 
steamboat lines of the State and from 


jcounty buyers and shippers, 


Facts aed Figures, 

The cualef reasons for thig seemingly 
large gain in value were the increase 
in worth of cattle and hogs, brought 
on by the higher cost of living—eand a 
scarcity of all kinds ahd grades of live- 
stock in certain sections of the United 
States, which had the effect of raising 
the price of everything included unde: 
the classification. Hogs brought more 
per ... pounds than was the case for 
many years. The same was true of cat- 
tle, sheep, and even goats, with the 
shortage of the supply and no decrease 
in démand acting as stimulants. — 

aie more general use of automobiles 
had no effect on the 198089 demand for 
horses and mules, as far as Missouri 
was concerned, for more heads than 


= |-ever were placed on the marset. The 


average price per head was greater than 
ever. Railroad and other returns re- 
yeal that 167,831 head were sent from 
Missouri farms in 199 as compared with 
145,152 head for 1908; a gain of 12,679 head 
and $1,836,690 in value. .The average 
price per head was $110, a reasonable 
worth, considering that the beset horses 
and mules are always saved for the 
market. 


Missourt Mules in Demand, 
As a mule producing State, Missouri 


continues to hold its own, ranking a 
close second. Several large shipments 
were made during the year to South 
Africa, Australia, South America and 
other faraway points. The Missourl 
mule has a well-deserved reputation 
abread for endurance, activity, strength 
and size, which qualities are responsi- 
ble for the continual steady demand and 
the high price. 

For cattle, the average price was §87, 
as compared with $38 for the year 190%. 
At first glance this amount may seem 
low, but it must be remembered that 
calves and yearlings are included, as 
well ag steer® and cows. There were 
placed on the market a total of 1,601,067 
head, which, at $37 a head, brought in 
$69,239,478. The increase ever 1903 was 
176,877 head, and $12,224,708 in valuation. 


Shee, and Goat Prices. 
Sheep, including lambs, were figured 


at an average of $5 a head, as com- 
pared with $4 for 1808. The surplus for 
last year amounted to 1,014,889 head, an4 
the worth $6,074,445. For 1908 the figures 
were 1,002,119 head and the selling price 
$4,008,476, making a gain of 12,770 head, 
and in money $1,065,969. 

A total of 2,738 goats were shipped 
and hauled to market, bringing, at # 
a head, $102,962. When a comparison is 
made with the year 1908, the gain is 
found te be T7951 head, and $31,804 In 
value.

He Is a Republican and Ger- 
man—Democrats to 
Contest Seat. 





OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 19—Whether or 
not Nebraska is to be a “local option” 


state rests with just one man—an “hum- | 
ble’ member of the State Senate, H. 
is. Bartling of Nebraska City. And 


Mr. Bartling refuses to make any state- | 


ment as to his position. ‘‘My vote in 
the Legislature wil) tell how I stand,” he 
answers to all who ask him for an ex- 
pression. 

The great wave of prohibition which, 
starting in the South, swept up 
over many Western States, broke upon 
the level prairies of Nebraska and, after 
sweeping into office’ by a majority of 
15,000 a Governor pledged to support 


and sign a county option bill, the wave. 


receded without giving the Governor a 
working majority in the legislative body 
which must first enact a bill before the 
( vernor can sign it into a law. The 
House of Representatives is pledged, by 
a safe majority, to a county option 
program, and will undoubtedly pass such 
a bill. 
Hard Time in Senate. 

But when that bill reaches the State 
Senate it will have a hard time. In 
that body there are just as many anti- 
county optionists as there are members 
pledged to county option. And then 
there is one member, H. H. Bartling, 
who refuses to say what he will do when 
time comes to vote. 

Bartling of Nebraska City is a Ger- 
man, and, according to the pre-e.ection 
“dope,”” ail Germans were opposed to 
county optien But Bartling is also a 
Republican, and the Republican plat- 
form contained a county option plank. 
He was elected by fust 11 votes. 

The “personal iiberty”’ people, fear- 
ing that Bartling wil! vote with the 
prohibitionists and thus-insure the pass- 
ing of a county option law, are prepar- 
ing to starc a contest upon his election. 
S. H. Bucks, the Democratic candidate, 
is confident he will be able to show 
ll errors in the ballots, and thinks he 
will win in 1 contest. Bucks will vote 
against courty option should he be de- 
clared the winner. ° 

But the csunty optionists are fighting 
for Bartling, in the hope that he will 
stand by. h's platform pledge. 

Lost by One Vote. 

The Nebraska fight wag the hottest 
contest the prohibitionists had to wage 
this fall. Their way in other states, 
was easy compared with the fight they 
had on their hands in Nebraska. And 
then, after electing by 16, a Governor 
pledged to county option, to lose the 
Legislatura by a single vote, hag dlis- 
couraged many of them. 

Not so. with them all, he-~wever. The 
‘militant’ county optionists have al.- 
ready served notice that should a county 
option bill be defeated in the Legis. 
tature at the coming session, they wil! 
go before the people with a plea fo: 
state-wide prohibition. 

The anti-prohibitionists dread _ this 
most:of all. Unclouded, by a politica 
campaign and left out in the open for al 
voters to come squarely “for er against, 
the antis fear that their cause woulc 
stand small chance in Nebraska. 

Still Have Initiative, 

The prohibitionists will get a test to 
the people by the aid of the initiatiiv: 
and referendum,. which will be enacte: 
by the Legislature “his winter. Bot! 
Republican and Democratic platform: 
sontained planks pledging the initiative 
and referendum and the passage of a: 
act of this kind will be one of the ear!) 
actions of the Legisiture. Immediately 
the prohibitionists will take advantag: 
ef that law, should the county option 
bill be defeated. 

The situation in Nebraska is differem 
from that in Missouri, where there are 
great industries based on the liquor 
traffic. The brewing and distilling in. 
terests could be eliminated in this State 
without causing a commercial crisis.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.--"T shall re- 
turn to Turkey and minister to the 
persecutions of my people,”’ says Ber- 
niza Raherion, an Armenian girl, who 
is looking forward to the time when 
she will return te Constantinople, 
whence she fled six years ago, dis- 
guised as the #ervant of an American 
missionary, to escape life in a Mussel- 
man’s harer. 

She will return as an American citi- 
zen, an unordained minister of a Chris- 
tian gnd a graduate purse _ 
s diploma from the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist Sanitarium of this city end 
six months’ éxperience in the famous 
Dendon City Hospital. She is just fin- 
ishing her third and last year at the 
local institution, and this winter will 
ge te England for the post-graduate 
course in the London hospital before 
gcing te Turkey. 

Asked if: she no longer dreaded those 
who had attempted to harm her, she 
replied: “They dare not molest me, I 
bave lived in this country for six years. 
I am now an American citizen. I have 
taken out my first papers and am now 
ready to swesr allegiance to the land 
of my adoption. P| 

“No Turk will dare lay hands on me. 
Although they despisé the Armenians, 





they look with awe'on America and its 


Citizens. A word from the American 
, Consul at Constantinople would make 


they tremble if they attempted to harm 
me. 
Is Not Ungrateful. 

“I do net wish to seem ungrateful to 
those who have protected and taught 
me here, but I go where my people are. 
And, you see, I shall work for the cause 
by ministering to those in Turkey who 
have not seen. the light and entered the 
fold.”’ 

As Miss Baherton talked her voice was 
tenge with emotion and her hands 
worked nervously, as she lived again 
the days that preceded her flight. 

She told how, as a child, reared in the 
Armenian faith, she had been convert- 
ed by her father, himself a convert of 
the Adventist mission house Mm Con- 
stantinople. The Armenians, she said, 
though looked down on by the Turks, 
are allowed a limited religious freedom, 
and, whilp kept in check at all times, 
are not treated as harshly as formerly. 

“The Turk hates the Armenian,” she 
said, .“but both Turk and Armenian 
loathe those whe espouse creeds other 
than their own and join in their de. 
acruction. My father went about among 
his people trying to convert them He 
was warned to stop. He refused to heed 
the warnings. He must show ‘his people 
the light. He was imprisoned at Alex- 
endrata, near Censtantinoplé. There he 
remained. He was what Americans 
term well to do, but spent his money in 
attempts to obtain his release. 

Is. Warned in Tima 

“Soon after my father had been taken 
from us my mother learned from friends 
of the wish of a wealthy Turk. He 
wanted me to—well, to join his harem. 
I had never seen him, of course. My 
mothem-refused to treat with him. He 
became insistent and finally laid a trap 
te kidnap me, ne unusual! thing tn Con- 
stantinople, where Armenian girls and 
Turkish men are concerned, Warned in 
time, I remained a prisoner in my own 
home. A second attempt to draw me 
away. from its protection failed through 
the watchfulness of friends. 

“Finally Dr. George advised my moth- 
er to send me to America. It seemed 
necessary that our little family should 
be further broken up. Friends applied 
for @ passport from the Minister of the 
Interior. Their requests were refused. 
Their plea of better educationa! facil- 


ities were met with the reply that 1. 


could obtain a. good enough education 
in Turkey. Dr. George agreed to help 
me escape. Disguised as his servant, 
in hoy’s clothes, we went to Alexan- 
dria. I attended to his baggage—it 
was mostly my own. I ghall never for- 
get how my arms ached after handling 
it in going te and from thw boat.

“After we had arrived at Alexandria 
everything was easy. Friends of Dr. 
George accompanied me to ~ London. 
There I was turned over to the care of 
members of our church who were 
bound to New York. From New York 
I was sent to Linooin, Neb., where I 
entered the Adventist schqpl and later 
the Union College there.

The staunchest supporters of the pro- 
ject are not satisfied with President 
Taft's attitude toward the Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf movement.

One Williams C College’ Stu- 
dent Seriously Hurt, Oth- 
ers Are Badly Jolted. 


PROVIDENCE, R. fi, Nov. 19.—In a 

6-mile galo, which buffeted their sky-

since 1898 when the now “embat- 
tled” farmefs of Arkansas and the 
Southwest fired the shot against 
“5-cent cotton” which has. since 
been “heard round the world.” The 
world history made since then is 
full of the horrors of tragedy, in 
Africa, India, China and Russia. 
But as the cotton farmers of the 
United States are not responsible for 
it, it is more important to them 


to find how they have held their: 


own and continued to' win against 
forces which ‘other 
overwhelming. 

To sum up in figures, as results 
have worked out since 1898, the 
United States.during the last five 
years have produced and held abn 
average of 11,935,641 bales of cotton 
out of a total supply for the world 
which, during the last six yedrs, 
has averaged 17,863,000 bales. These 
are the official census summaries up 

to June 30, 1910. 

P Wareker the millions into round 
numbers and dropping the ciphers, 
the American cotton farmer is shown 
holding about 12 out of every 18 
bales in the world. After the fight 
of a generation, he is entrenched be- 
hind his own cotton In 1910 a good 
deal more than the farm- 
érs who lay behind Jackson's al- 

vod entton bale breastworks at New 
Orleans were in 1812. 

In 1898, England had “the drop.” 
Liverpool made prices and made cot- 


countries find 


ton “dirt cheap” to suit the great 
cotton spinning industry of England. 

Take that business from under 
British industry anc British indust- 
ty would collapse as suddenly as 
would American industry if the 
$450,900,000 a year in gold’ our cot- 
ton brings in from outside, were 
taken from under our business. 
Hence when making prices in 1898 
to suit the. British spinners, Liver- 
pool made “5-cent cotton” for Arkap- 
sas, Texas and the cotton states gen- 
erally. 

About the same time, Cecil Rhodes 
and other British geniuses planned 
& new world-wide movement to con- 
trol the whole twentieth century. 
One of its greatest results was to be 
eontrol of the world’s cotton supply 
in spite of the United States. 

Hostile as the British and Ger- 
man empires are on many things, 
they agreed on this, through the 
combiration which bas grown up 
through the union of British and 
German spinners against American 
cotton planters. 

This combination is now known as 
the “International Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners and Manu- 
facturers’ Associations.” It repre- 
sents 87,000,000 spindles, calling for 
10,000,000 ‘ales of cotton. It does 
its political business mostly from 
Manchester, England

This era was 
to give England possession of South 
Africa and the.supposed enormous 


England, Germany and the United 
States. 

With England controlling Japan 
and dominating China through Japan 
and with England and Gérmany di- 
viding the African cotton telt be 
‘tween them, all the gunpowder 
burned- in ‘the struggle for world- 
control since 1898 ought, under this 
logic, to have meant cheap cotton, 
with the price forced down towards 
the 5-cent level of ruin for the 
South. The men. who figured out all 

















of them were Bible readers Most 
of them were more fully “up” on 
the Book of Daniel and the proph- 
ecies. of the Book of Revelations 
than on how things are done in 
Liverpool, Manchester, London and 
Berlin. 

Just before things began to break 
loose in world-politics in 1898, they 
and their families were poor enough 
and desperate enough to be fond of 
quotations from the Book of Revela- 
tions in which blood is prophesied 
“to the bridle.” This is useful ‘now 
as the only way of suggesting just 
how they felt in Arkansas and Tex- 
as about 5-cent cotton. They felt 
worse than Oom ‘Paul Kruger did 
when he was run out of South Afri- 
ca, to make room for the Southern 
terminus of the Cape-to-Cairo Rail- 
road, as a twentieth century cot- 
ton carrier.

With Egypt held by England for 
“nacification,” it was to be connected 
with South Africa by ‘the Cecil 
Rhodes Cape- to-Cairo Railroad on 
which England has been . working 
ever since. With the.African cotton 
belt thus controlled, chiefly. by 
England, with all not controlled by 
England parceled out to Germany, 
the International Federation of Spin- 
ners’ Associations already had In- 
dia under British control for cotton- 
raising. 


England has made a hard-and-fast 
fighting alliance with Japan for con- 
trolling China which produces con- 
siderable cotton, while Japan uses 
in manufacturing the low grade cot- 
ton which British capital produces 
in India. Russia was thén building 
railroads into its Central Asiatic 
eotton belt to’ begin manufacturing 
for China against England and 
Japan. . 

This.is as brief a statement as 
can be made of the situation of 1898 
when Liverpool, feeling secure in 
an almost omnipotent political and 
commercial plan of world empire, 
“jammed down” the price of Ameri- 
can cotton below the cost of produ’- 
ticn. That is, they crogsed the dead 
line and roused the shirt-sleeved

One of the things they did not 
know.in 1898 was what it means to 
push an American Southwesterner 
beyond his deadline. They have been 
learning it ever since, as far as their 
education has been promoted by the 
difference between 56-cent cotton 
and “middling” cotton at 15 
cents, with long staple upland cot- 
ton selling now in the South for 
trom 25 to 30.4 cents a pound.

It 
is the first success of the kind in 
the records of the world’s business, 
dince the beginning of the history 
made by the idea that “trade is 
war.” 

Of course, anything as remarkable 
as this must be connected in some 
way with Kagpsas.

If they could have found some- 
thing to shoot at, they might have 
done more and .better shooting than 
the best British troops ever “went up 
against” in South Africa. As every 
one they could find in range to argue 
with, agreed that five-cent cotton was 
the work of Satan, they found no one 
to “shoot it out” with. 


They graduated from their Bible 
studies and began to learn business 
on the Southwestern farms. In con- 
nection with the work of Satan, and 
their Scriptural eduction, they 
argued at their first meetings in 
Arkansas and Texas, that “the way 
to fight the devil is with fire.” 


They meant that they were going 
to try to combine and corner their 
own cotton against the combined 
spinners of England, Germany and 
New England, who heard of their 
movement and laughed. The whole 
movement was set down at first as 
the work of “wild and wooly cranks” 
with long whiskers. 

It was not supposed that the cot- 
ton farmers could work together for 
a year without splitting They had 
never done it before, but they had 
never been as angry before as the 
Nouthwestern cotton men were when 
Liverpool held them up and “skinned 
them alive.” 

The “wild ideas” which once in- 
spired the eloquence of the*orators 
of the “Agricultural Wheel” of the 
early °90’s, soon 
heard of. The “Wheel” itself dropped 
out of recollection.

The shirt-sleeved South, in begin- 
ning its rally against about one 
hundred and fifty thousand million 
dollars of capital, had no great 
amount of money to invest in orna- 
mental warehouse-buildings. But 
even if a warehouse.is called a “cot- 
ton shed” by those who do not ad- 
mire its architecture, it is financially 
a warehouse for all purposes of the 
world’s business, as soon. as its re- 
ceipts for a hundred bales of cotton 
stored in it,’ are recognized by the 
nearest bank as representing the 
value of the. cotton. 


Under the county warehouse sys- 


tem as it has grown since Manches- 
ter and Liverpool made.the South- 
west “mad enough to fight,” the cot- 
ton farmers’ warehouse receipts are 
recognized by the banks as good 
for their face in cash. They are as 
good as gold-notes or as the gold it- 
self this year. 

When this had helped to-put cot- 
ton up from 5 cents a pound 
10, it meant that a warehouse re 
ceipt for a bale of cotton stood for 
$50 in cash instead of $25. A hun-

the great cotton buyer in England 
is carried by his own bank. 

As the cotton’ is picked out and 
stored in these co-operative ware- 
houses, the crop is “financed” by 
counties, with each. county associa- 
tion managing its own business. 
Each member is also managing his 
own crop, but he is doing so in 
co-operation with the manager for 
the association at his county town. 

More than five years ago, it was 
recognized in Liverpool and also in 
New York, that this was no longer 

a laughing matter. It was denounced 
as a great conspiracy against fair 
trade.

“How can I say in what it consists?” , 
She made a delightful movement, as though try- 
ing to pick up and analyze a bit of the golden 
atmosphere with which .the setting «sun flooded 
her rooms; “What we call elegance in 
France is a mattér so subtle that it almost defies 
explanation. It is tact, it is good taste, it is kind- 
ness of heart, it is personality, it is everything. 

“It is not to be attained through money only, 
although, given othér qualifications, money comes 
in very handy. It is almost inborn, and the girl 
who knows how to pim a flower to her waist or to 
tie a bow in her hair in a distinctive manner is 
sure to be better dressed than the woman who 
spends thousands upon dresses which do not suit 
her type of beauty. 

“For, ag I said, every woman must decide to 
which type of beauty she belongs. Is your beauty 
of Grecian type? Then adopt antique coiffures, 
and in the evening wear the clinging gowns built 
on ideas we have from Greece. Are your features 
irregular? Then perhaps you will find wonderful 
inspiration in studying the prints from the end of 
the eighteenth and the beginning of the nine- 
teenth centuries. Is your beauty of the classical 
type? Do you recognize any of the famous beau- 
ties in yourself? If you do, study what has been 
written about them, try to get:at the secret of 
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their fascination. 

“Every woman ought, it seems to me, to strive 
to be a personality and to make everything about 
her, her hair, her expression, her gowns, her man- 
ners, reflect the personality she has adopted. And 
gradually all these el2ments will be blended into 
an harmonious whole. They will become part of 
her, form an atmosphere about her which will 
be so distinctive that it will attract everyone like 
a subtle magnetism, 

“In other words, the really fashionable woman 
is not the one who blindly follows the latest 
style, but she is the one who knows how to adapt 
it to her own style of beauty. If you have any 
individuality show it! If you haven’t any, try to 
acquire it! Leave the servile following of fash- 
ions to the women who have neither the brains 
nor the personality necessary to impose their own 
type upon others. 

“For I cannot tell you how convinced i am that 
a woman cannot be truly elegant unless her mind 
is up to the mark. No matter how large a for- 
tune she spends on her clothes, she will only be a 
dressed-up doll or wax figure, unless her personal- 
ity shows itself. Woman ought to please, to fas- 
cinate, oughtn’t she? Well, to do that she must 
be a human being. By her individuality and her 
distinctiveness she must make the persons around 
her feel that her clothes are merely a sort of pal- 
pable covering which show her real taste. 

“Her energy, her sweetness, her gentleness or 
her audacity all show in her way of dressing. 
And so it ought to be. And a woman should pick 
out the quality she likes best and dress so that 
those who come in contact with her will want to 
know more about the spirit which animates her 
clothes, 

“Therefore, a really well dressed woman is a 
woman who understands art in all its forms. She 
must be cultivated. She will suffer no crude 
breach of taste. She will choose her colors with 
care and harmonize them with her character. The 
gay person should not garb herself in somber col« 
ors, nor the wistful one in bright hues. The well- 
dressed woman will show that she is well read 
by the way she can combine characteristic 
touches. She must be a woman of education, 
valuing herself too highly to try to dazzle the 
eyes of Tom, Dick or Harry on the street or in 
public places. 


“In the street she will dress so as to pass un- 
noticed, or to attract attention only through her 
perfection of detail. In theaters’and restaurants, 
in any place where she is exposed to the eyes of 
"persons who should be indifferent to her, she will 
dress so that no one wil] remark her, except by 
feeling. involuntarily: ‘What a peculiar charm 
that woman had! In what did it consist?’ 

“In her own home, among a circle of friends 
who are worth while, she may unfold all her in- 
dividuality. There she can wear the dresses that 
are becoming to her-and let her cnaming person- 
ality reign supreme. But even here she must not 
hazard anything that will attract attention merely 
through its eccentricity. Eccentricity is not in- 
dviduality, as many persons seem to think. In- 
dividuality insinuates itself, while ~ eccehtricity 
arouses comment. The minute a woman over- 
steps a certain line, no matter how expensive her 
gowns, nor how ‘stylish,’ she ceases to be fash- 
ionable. 

“Good dressing depends on one’s state of mind. 
It is the result of tact; kindness and good breed- 
ing. Real elegance consists in wearing the ap- 
propriate thing in the morning, afternoon or 
evening, and according to the plate where one 
lives. It consists in not offending the delicate 
sensibilities in some people. Do not wear your 
latest hobble skirt when calling on the dear old- 
fashioned lady, nor put on your oldest gown when 
you go to see your friend who may be unable to

“I have seen people go to funerals as: though 
dressed for a wedding, and thus show their. lack 
of both taste and ‘breeding. ‘When going to a 
party try to work up the festive spirit by coming 
in an appropriate gown. Think of: the persons 
Remember that it is every woman’s 
duty to do what she can to make life pleasant 
for others. And through’ appropriate dressing 
she can accomplish an endless lot., 

“A woman’s clothes should reflect her state of 
mind. If she is sad she should not dress in 
frivolous gowns, but «u soft, subdued color. will.tell 
the person who approaches her that she must be 
taken tenderly, softly. When she. wishes to 
sparkle, to shine, let her don her brightest gown 
and let her smile radiate over it. all. For the art 
of dressing should. make its appea’’ in an inde- 
finable way through the finer sensibilities as well 
as through the eye, speaking in half tones, as it 
were, revealing the wearer’s individuality as well 
as hinting at her present state of mind... And, 
above all, simplicity and perfection of detail.”

of a process by which moving. pictures may 
‘be taken and then thrown upon a screcn in all the 
multitudinous and marvelous colors of nature. 

It must not: be understood that this is the hand- 
painted atrocity sometimes shown at moving-pic- 
ture shows, where analine dyes are daubed upon 
a film to have their hideousness grossly magni- 
fied. ._This is: mechanics wedded to science ard 
perfected to interpret nature truthfully. 

It is the greatest advance in the business of 
appealing. to the amusement-loving. public through 
the medium of moving pictures since Edison in- 
vented the cinematograph, and it will, it is ex- 
‘pected, do much to advance animated photography 
as the popular diversion. 

It is predicted that before much time has 
elapsed in. every one of the 250 moving-picture 
theaters in St. Louis, and the thousands all over 
the Southwestern States, there will be thrown 
upon the screens dramas and tragedies, comedies 
and farces in their true colors; while-educational 
pictures and transcripts of the loveliest scenery 
of the world will be seen in all the hues of na- 
ture. 

Color photgraphy was first successfully demon- 
strated by the brothers Lumiere of Paris, who by a 
method of covering their plates with peculiarly- 
made gelatines, have given to the world true color 
photography. But, unfortunately, it has been im- 
possible to transfer to paper the colors so photo- 
graphed. The plates can only be used’ a: trans- 
parencies. 

The amateur may buy the Lumiere plates and 
do his own color photographing, and so may the 
moving-picture man catch the same scenes in col- 
or he’ has so far been able to photograph only 
in black and white, but as he has no prints to 
make he can use them as transparencies greatly 
enlarged on the canvas screen of the theater. 

The most marvelous demonstration of the. new 
animated color photography. has been in showing 
the growth of flowers in all their beauty of form 
and color, 

The first public exhibition of this “‘newly-pat-

ented system in the colors of nature took place 
in New York the other day before the New York 
Electrical Society, and was witnessed by all the 
leading scientific men of that city, who greeted 
the beauties unfolded. before their eyes on the 
screen with applause, 

As the remarkable pictures flashed upon the 
screen, wonder succeeded admiration, and the 
opinion was expressed that color photography had 
at last reached its apex. 

First came a farmyard scene in colors more 
true than the finest’ painting ever put upon can- 
vas. Cattle moved about, wading in a shallow 
stream; pigeons. flashed their opalescent hues as 
they flew, fowls showed their green and golden 
plumage, and a cat and a parrot ehgaged in a 
friendly. frolic, all in a setting of green trees and 
blue sky and brown earth. Those who witnessed 
this scene Were amazed at the multitudes of colors 
and shades of color they were able to see. 

But the most marvelous interpretation of nature 
was yet to come in a moving picture which 
showed the opening of flowers. It was astound- 
ing, and yet uncanny. In the space of a few min- 
utes the audience saw what it takes nature hours 
to do; does 8o slowly that the unaided eye cannot 
follow’ it. 

Upon the screen there first appeared a tremb- 
ling of the leaves of the flower, an apparent gath- 
ering of energy by.the plant,.as the runner of 
a race stiffens himself for the start before the aig- 
nal to run is given. ‘ Then the petals of the flow- 
er slowly. swung apart, like portals pushed open 
by an unseen hand, and the fully-opened flower 
stood out enlarged » Slorious ‘in color, upon the 
screen. 

The effect of the rapid opening of the flower 
was accomplished, the lecturer’ explained, by tak- 
ing the pictures at intervals of 15 minutes to @ 
balf hour, so that the human eye might be accom- 
modated to the work of nature. 

The pictures, the lecturer said, were taken with 
an ordinary moving-picture machine, but the 
film was only exposed every 15 minutes. 

In taking the picture two screens: were used, the 
light. being filtered, through one of red and one

the same relation as they had been when the 
negative was exposed. Thus actually the’ first 
picture shown was red and its allied colors, the 
next was green, but they did not a sO to, 
the eye of the observer, because of the “per-* 
sistency of vision.” This is an optical principle 
by which the retina of the eye retains an iniage 
thrown upon it an instant after actual obfect has 
dropped from the vision. For instance, one can 
wink one’s eyes without losing a continued view. | 

This fact, which is the basis of all moving-pic- 
ture Ilusions, acts in the color scheme as w 
and the two eomplementary color screeng 
their tinted images on the canvas merge into one 
so quickly that the one slows the color of Ife. 

To prove that the picture had not been artificial-- 
ly colored, if that was necessary after the observ- 
ers had seen shades never before, 
the operator threw the films upon the carivas 
without the intervention of the red and green 
screens, and the pictures, which a moment hea 
had been a riot. of color, showed in ores a 
and white in the old familiar way. 

The process of making colored moving 
belongs to an English concern which has 
it in all countries, but;the Ameriean film eee 
ducers will, it is expected, not be backward {n 
adopting it. : 

By the use of colors reproduced in this manner 
the life-likeness of the moving picture will be 
greatly enhanced. It has always been the. com- 
plaint about animated photography that’ the 
scenes depicted were not true to life because of 
the absence of the color that tints the cheeks of 
the maiden and gives verisimiltude to thé whole 
scene. There has always been something ghostly 
about black and white scenes of animated photog- 
raphy, something unnatural, which the new ‘PTO 
cess of color photography will remedy. 

Now all that remains to be found is a process 
by which the color. negatives may be made to 
transfer their beauties to paper and thus photo 
graph nature permanently. 

In the study of botany and the other sciences in 
schools it is believed that the nse of films made 
by this process will be invaluable. These — 
pictures will more quickly and readily show the 
student the development of plant lie than study * 
in the field. 

It is also believed that by the use of these. 
colored animated pictures in the tactical schools 
of the army that the maneuvres of troops in the
